ll'ToniOur Own Correspondent.! 

New Westminster, Oct. 3.— The 
opening ceremonies wore carried out 
this morning without the slightest hitch, 
anil everything came off according to 
programme! 

On reaching the fair grounds shortly 
after 1 1 o'clock, the procession, escort 
iug Lieut. -Governor Nelson, made the 
circuit ot the race course ami the inili 
tary opened ranks anil presented arms 
to tho governmental carriage as it 
reached the main entrance. The Lieut. - 
Governor, accompanied by the Hon, 
.John Rpbson, Mayors Townsend unci 
Oppenlteimor, Mr. \V. H. Ladner, M. 
P. P., and other gentlemen, stepped on 
to the balcony over the main entrance. 
Preparatory to the speaking, Mr. Ladner 
formally introduced Lieut. -Governor 
Nelson, who stepped forward and said 
that the present occasion reminded him 
of his old days, and called to his mind 
an expression which was common years 
ago on great occasions like this, and that 
was, "This is a great day for Ireland," 
and this was indeed a great day for 
Now Westminster and for Britisli Co- 
lumbia. The clouds and the rain had 
passed away, and the sunshine was upon 
us like a good augury of the future. He 
hoped the sun would shine upon all 
present, old and young, and he had 
great pleasure in declaring the Agricul- 
tural Society's exhibition open to the 
public, At the conclusion of these re- 
marks three hearty cheers were given 
for His Honor uml Mrs. Nelson, and tho 
Crowds who had been waiting poured 
into the halls. 

When the doors opened a handsome 
sight was presented to the view of the 
visitors. The immense decorations on 
the lirst floor were found to be com- 
plete, and so nicely arranged that the 
rough finish of the building was not 
observable exeunt on close scrutiny. 
Directly facing the main entrance are 
the piano and organ exhibits, open and 
free to the general public who profess to 
musical accomplishments. Arranged 
along the left wall are some of the ex- 
hibits of manufacturers, all carefully 
put together so as to show tho best and 
most attractive side to the public. Far- 
ther back in the hall are still more dis- 
plays of manufactures and merchandise, 
the most of which were mentioned yes- 
terday. A few of the most noticeable, 
however, are as follows : 

D. Lyal & Co. have a fine display of 
pianos and organs of famous makes, one 
instrument in particular, from the Men- 
delssohn Piano Co., Toronto, being very 
line in tone and finish. 

Win. Tiotjen, proprietor of the Main- 
land Cigar factory, has a handsome case 
of cigars and tobaccos. 

F. G. Strickland & Co. have a largo 
and varied assortment of machinery, 
farming implements, etc. 

The only -exhibits of canned salmon 
are those of E. A. Wadhams and the 
Richmond Canning Co. , two well known 
packing establishments. 

Alex. Hamilton 1ms a large display of 
gra.e stones, monuments, foot stones, 
etc., of various designs and handsome 
finish, disclosing high class workman- 
ship throughout. 

The City Brewery hus a large exhibit 
of pale ale, porter and lager beer, 
bottled, and Carter Bros., of Victoria, 
show bottled ale and porter. 

T. J. Trapp & Co. show a large and 
handsome display of tools, hardware, 
etc., all handsomely arranged on a 
velvet ground which shows off the 
articles to perfection. 

The Vancouver Soap Co. makes a 
really beautiful, though small, exhibit 
of soups. It is small in variety only, 
for some of the samples weigh 100 
pounds each. The grades are red and 
blue, molted, white and brown, plain 
and scented. The large blocks forming 
the foundation give a good effect to the 
rest of the display. 

Wintemuto Bros, show a furnished 
bedroom and sitting room, very hand- 
some indeed, and all the articles are of 
their own manufacture. 

The Royal City Planing Mills Co. 
have a large and interesting exhibit of 
their manufactures. It includes, doors, 
sashes, lattice window blinds, carved 
fire places, in beautiful grained birdseye 
maple, door frames, lighted with cathe- 
dral glass, carved pillars, carvings, 
turning, etc. The exhibit also includes 
a model of the company's new tug 
Active. 

One of the very finest displays on the 
first Uoor is that of H. T. Read & Co. 
The display consists of silver and plated 
ware, silver sets, lamps, hand and hang- 
ing, fancy cutlery, etc. These are ar- 
ranged on a pyramid shaped frame with 
the lamps suspended overhead. Over 
100 articles in all tire exhibited, and on 
the whole the display is one of the most 
attractive in the building. 

The displays were all closely inspected 
by the multitude of visitors, and many 
were the favorable comments passed on 
them. 

To the right of the main entrance the 
field and garden produce is arranged 
along the wall and on long tables. They 
form a handsome appearance, and to any 
one but a British Columbian the sight of 
so many mammoth vegetables seems 
marvellous. Not a few eastern *men 
viewed the exhibits with genuine sur- 
prise, some of the curious taking the 
measurement of the largest of the vege- 
tables ill order tliut they might be able 
to verify their statements on their re- 
turn home. 

From the moment the exhibition was 
open until late this uftornoon the main 
building and the stock yards were fairly 
packed with people, and it is estimated 
that atone time there must have been 
(!,(>()(> people on the grounds. 

Everybody visited and admired the 
exhibits, and all pronounced it the 
greatest success in the history of the 
association. Due thousand and sixty 
people were admitted by ticket to the 

exhibition grounds yesterday, an ex- 
ceedingly largo number considering the 
wet weather and the disagreeable con- 
dition of the ground under foot. 

The total receipts of the British Col- 
umbia Agricultural Society yesterday 
were $2,4»0, not by any means dis- 
couraging for the opening day. This 
amount includes membership fees, en- 
tries and gate receipts.

Late returns from nearly every county 
in the State of Washington show that 
the Republicans have gained in nearly 
svery county, King and Callam being 
jxceptions. The Republican majority 
in the State will certainly exceed 7,000. 
The constitution carried every county 
but Columbia, and is rutiiied by at least 
1;">,000 majority. The vote against pro- 
libition and woman suffrage was two to 
one. Olynipia was the capital favorite, 
nit as it was necessary to have a major- 
ity of all the votes, another election will 
probably be necessary. The Democrats 
are sure of only half a dozen members of 
the legislature, but, allowing them 15, 
the Republican majority on joint ballot 
will be 75. 

NORTH DAKOTA, 

Farco, N. U., Oct. 2.— The total vote 
is not as heavy us expected; probably 
about 37,000. Many people had moved 
away from Ramsey, Eddy and Nelson 
counties, owing to the failure of crops. 
The legislature is strongly Republican. 
The Democrats elect 1 1 senators, the 
Republicans get 20, and 23 districts are 
in doubt. The Republicans also got 36 
members of the assembly, the Democrats 
18, and there are five districts in doubt. 
Hansbrough, Rep., is elected to congress 
by fifteen hundred majority. The con- 
test over the judgeships is extremely 
close. 

The prohibitionists claim to have 
carried the territory. Fargo, Bismarck 
and Grand Forks vote strongly pro- 
liquor, and the unprejudiced calculate 
that the vote of the prohibitionists will 
be only 0,000. The constitution is en- 
dorsed with a rousing majority. 

At Republican headquarters the en- 
tire state ticket is claimed by 10,000 to 
12,000, while at Democratic headquar- 
ters Chairman Ryan asserts that from 
reports now at hand, ollicial and other- 
wise, the Republicans carry the state by 
not to exceed 5,000. 

SOUTH DAKOTA. 

PlKBRE, S. 1)., Oct. 2.— South Dako- 
ta's first state election descended to a 
degrading scramble for the capital loca- 
tion. These was no fight on anything 
else. Mellette was elected governor by 
over 20,000 majority. Pickler and Gif- 
ford go to congress. The Republican 
majority in the legislature will be at 
least GO, ensuring the election of two 
Republican United States Senators. The 
vote is enormous — probably 80,000 — for 
the capital. Pierre, Huron, Water- 
town, Chamberlin, Sioux Falls and 
Mitchell entered. 

Reports received this morning indi- 
cate that the vote for Pierre is 20,000, 
Huron 21,000, Sioux Falls 11,000, 
Watertown 10,000, Mitchell 7,000, 
Chamberlain 5,000. Huron claims to 
have secured the capital, as also does 
Sioux Falls. 

St. Paul, Oct. 2.— The election of 
state officers and congressmen in South 
Dakota cut rather a small figure, the 
vote being acknowledged one-sided. 
The contest for location of the capital 
overshadowed all else. Late this after- 
noon the first vote came from the Black 
Ilslls region, which is thought to hold 
the balance of power, and it was so 
overwhelmingly in favor of Pierre that 
the residents of that city continued 
the jolification which was started this 
morning,

LONDON' STREETS FLOODED. 

London, Oct 2. — There was much ex- 
citement early this morning among the 
people living along Holborn viaduct, 
owing to the flooding and undermining 
of their dwellings. Heavy rains had 
fallen for the past few days, and 
through some defects in the sewers the 
street was washed out and speedily be- 
came a rushing river. 'The inhabitants 
of the houses were aroused and warned 
of the danger they were in. They fled 
pell niell to die sidewalks and thence to 
more distant and safe localities as fast 
us possible. Most of tho fugitives were 
in their night clothes, having left all 
their property to its fate. Happily the 
threatened disaster did not occur, and 
the extent of damage was not great. 
Several houses were rendered unsafe 
for occupancy, but none collapsed. The 
city authorities promptly remedied the 
cause of the trouble and began restora- 
tion of the street. During the excite- 
ment of the first alarm a rumor spread 
that the viaduct was giving way. The 
terror inspired by this was well justi- 
fied, for hud the report proved true an 
appalling calamity must have resulted.

This fact has led those in- 
terested to make elaborate preparations 
looking to the success of the coming 
pageant. 

TltK COTTON CORNER.

Five thousand cartridges exploded in

THE ROTTERDAM STRIKE ENDED. 

The strike of dock employees is ended. 
The result is a compromise by which 
the men agree to accept 5 pei cent, per 
hour on week days and 7A per cent, per 
hour for Sunday work. Tho minimum 
of a day's work is to he four hours. All 
the men resume work to-morrow. A 
dock employees union is being formed. 
DROWNED IN THE RHINE. 

By the capsizing of a boat in the 
Rhine at the village of Rees, to-day, five 
persons were drowned. 

LITERARY PIRACY. 

Mrs. Francis Burnett is accused of 
stealing the entire plot and most of the 
prologue of "Little Lord Fauutleroy." 
Mrs. A. T. Winthrop, an American who 
wrote a book called "Winfred," and 
published it five years ago sold a 
copy to Mrs. Burnett, who, she says, 
stole whole passages bodily and adopted 
the plot. 

EXCITING SCENE AT PORTSMOUTH. 

Trouble between J. W. Lawler and 
Captain Bluck over the ownership of 
the boat Never Sink, in which Lawler 
crossed the Atlantic, has culminated in 
bloodshed. The boat was seized by 
Black at Cherbourg, France, and taken 
to Cowes, on the Isle of Wight, whither 
Lawler at oncts proceeded, took 
possession of her, and brought 
her back to Portsmouth. At 
Portsmouth he was accused of 
stealing the boat. To - day the 
harbormaster and Ids pssistant at- 
tempted to seize the Never Sink, and 
Lawler drew his pistol and shot them 
down. Capt. Lawler, on advice of the 
American consular agent at Ports 
mouth, went to retake the boal with 
the least force it whs necessary to em- 
ploy. He armed himself with two crow- 
bars and a revolver, and proceeded to 
the Never Sink. He climbed over the 
side of the vessel, ami with the crowbar 
felled the first of the crew who came to- 
wards hint. He then opened fire with 
his revolver, and a bullet struck a sailor 
on the leg. The sailors overpowered 
Lawler, and he was taken ashore in a 
police boat. A large number of persons 
gathered at t he lauding place, and upon 
the arrival of Capt. Lawler made an at- 
tempt to lynch hini. The crowd was 
driven back by the police, and the pris- 
oner was lodged in jail. He subse- 
quently was arraigned and remanded on 
the charge of attempted murder. 

THE CONTEMPORARY REVIEW ARTICLE, 
The article published in the Contem- 
porary Review condemning Italy's con- 
counection with the triple alliance and 
demanding to know whether England 
is committed to the alliance, and to 
whal extent, has created a great deal of 
favorable comment on the Continent, 
where the authorship of the letter is 
ascribed to Mr. Gladstone, liven the 
German papers are forced to admit the 
justice of the author's assertion that 
Italy owes too much of her present in- 
dependence and prosperity to France to 
permit her to bo thoughtlessly drawn 
or driven into an armed conflict with 
the republic, though they do not share 
the writer's views as to the unwisdom of 
Italy's becoming a party to the 
compact offensive and defensive 
existing between that power mid Aus- 
tria und Germany. Of the English 
journals only the l'all Mall Gazette dis- 
parages the article, while several of the 
others uphold tho author's demand for 
information uh to What part England is 
expected to play in any complications 
involving the three powers signatory to 
the agreement binding them to a war- 
like alliance. Ail agree, however, thai 
the article, in substance, will be the 
subject of a spirited discussion in par- 
liament at next session, in the endeavor 
of some Liberal members to extract from 
Sir James Ferguson tho information it 
asks for. 

TROUBLE AHEAD KOR SKRVIA. 

The pooplo of Belgrado are becoming 
restless at the prospect, of a prolonged 
deadlock in the new skuptscliina over 
the question of ex-Queen Natalie's per- 
manent residence in the Servian capital 
and gravo fears are entertained that 
whichever way the matter may be ulti- 



mately decided, her presence there will 
result in a war iu which tho indepen- 
dence of the kingdom will disappear. 
The differences of opinion on the sub- 
ject is between tho popular will and the 
governmental policy, one bidding her 
withdrawal and placing the regency in 
a position from which it cannot extri- 
cate itself. Tho inevitable consequence 
will bo the overthrow of the present 
government and possibly tho youthful 
king as well, unless his mother's Rus- 
sian influence shall retain him on the 
throne under her guardianship.

Loss of the Steamship Karumoor 
in a Gale. 



Nineteen of tho Crew, Including the Cap- 
tain, Believed to be Lost— Five of 
the Survivors Dying- 



Baltimore, Md., Oct. — Tho steam- 
ship Earnmoor, Capt. R. J. Gray, 
which sailed from here for Rio Janiero 
August 29th with a cargo of wheat, 
foundered at sea in a gale on September 
5th and it is feared 19 of her crew are 
lost. A small boat belonging to the 
Karumoor with seven men in it sur- 
vived the gale. The men made their 
way to Nassau. The Earnmoor cleared 
from Baltimore on August 29th and 
sailed next day, August 30th. She left 
Hampton Roads and put to sea. 
The storm, which prevailed early in 
September, struck her when she was off 
the West Indies. She labored several 
days in the heavy seas and then began 
to till. The men gave up hope, and on 
the 5th of September determined to 

ABANDON THE SHIP. 

Two boats were launched. In one of 
them were the first officer, Mr. Painter, 
Second Engineer Meldrum, and five 
seamen. In the long boat, were Captain 
Cray, the first engineer, the second 
officer, and sixteen others of a crew of 
20 men. The long boat containing the 
19 men has not been heard from. J. R. 
Yoas & Co., tho Earshaw Co.'s agents 
here, received a cablegram to-day from 
St. Jago, saying that the first officer, 
Painter, anil Second Engineer Meldrum 
have arrived at Nassau in a boat with 
five of the crew. A later cable says the 
live sailors are dying. Capt. Gray and 
the others in the long bo;it may have 
been picked up by another vessel. 
Among the missing are Second Mate 
Stone and First Engineer Soudan. The 
storm that wrecked the Earnmoor was 
the great cyclone from the West Indies 
which played such havoc along; the New- 
Jersey coast in the middle of last month. 
So far as learned the crew were all 
Englishmen. 

THE EARNMOOR 

was launched at Newcastle, England, in 
1887, whence she hailed. She is a screw 
steamer of 1. '120 tons net tonnage. Her 
cargo consisted of 80,200 bushels of 
wheat, shipped by Yale, Miller & Co. 
to Rio Janerio. The cargo was valued 
at $70,000. The steamer was owned by 
the Earnshaw line of England. She has 
plying regularly 
md Cuba for a year.

On Wednesday afternoon the steam- 
ship Al-Ki arrived at Port Townsend 
from Loring Hay, where she had been 
for three weeks securing all of the re- 
maining cargo of the ill-fated steamer 

Ancon. 

Capt. Wallace, who was in charge of 
the Ancon when she was wrecked, was 
captain of the Al-Ki, and H. H. Loring, 
who was pilot on board the Ancon, was 
at the wheel. 

Almost all of the fourteen thousand 
cases of salmon were, saved, as lit low 
water the Ancon may be approached 
dry shod. 

The Al-Ki had on board 4800 eases of 
damaged salmon for Mr. Morgan of As- 
toria. These cases arc certainly as 
goc d as ever with the exception that the 
boxes are water-stained, and the labels 
faded. Mr. Morgan is the only shipper 
who received his salmon in this condi- 
tion, the other consignees having had 
their goods taken back to the canneries 
to be relabeled and repacked in now 
boxes. The officers say they have l urch 
had a more unpleasant trip, the sea was 
rough and it rained alnioul incessantly, 
Nine of the Ancon's boats Mere brought 
iiack, and hIio was stripped of all her 
cordage. All of the machinery tliut could 
bo detached was also taken away. Tho 
beautiful little steam launch Fawn was 
weather beaten and stained, and one 
had only to look lit the deck of the Al- 
ke to see that all of tho available space 
was taken up with boats, tackle, ma- 
chinery and cargo of a wrecked vessel. 
Tho Al-Ki, has also ten thousand cases 
of fresh salmon for San Franoisco, to 
which port she will proceed immedi- 
ately, stopping at Astoria to put oil Mr. 
Morgan's salmon. About twenty of the 
Ancon's crew were brought to Port 
Townsend, nil in good health. These, 
men wore kept at tho wreck to help un- 
load ami dismantle the Ancon.

THE LAKMK AGAIN. 

To the Editor: — Capt. Irving says, 
in this evening's Times, that Turner, 
lieeton & Co. have avoided the point at 
issue. We are extremely sorry if we 
have made such a mistake, but we 
really thought that the point ut issue 
was the assertion made by Capt. Irving 
in his letter of the 2d inst., that M.r. 
Turner had broken tne law. We have 
most carefully read his letter over again, 
and can see no point but this und the 
soniplaint against The Colonist. Wo 
-•learly showed in our letter in The 
COLONIST of the 2d that no law had 
been broken by Mr. Turner, and we 
isked Capt. Irving to point out what 
provision of any law has been infringed. 

Capt. Irving seems to lias-c retired 
from this position altogether. He now 
■lays that the Lakme had no right to 
carry freight or passengers from 
Skcena to Victoria. Really, he need 
hardly have taken the trouble to pub- 
lish this statement, as almost every- 
body knows what the law is, and it is 
very evident that the owners of the 
f.akiue were well aware of its require- 
ments, for they took care that she had 
neither passengers nor freight for this 
place -she indeed did not come within 
miles of the harbor. 

The case of the Lakine is simply this : 
She enters at Fort Simpson from a 
foreign port, loads at the canneries, and 
clears at Kurt Simpson again for a 
foreign port. If this is illegal, then 
every foreign vessel entering at Victoria 
or Vancouver and loading at the lumber 
mills is breaking the law, and our 
regular California steamers are also 
transgressors. The fuct of it is the law 
does not in this case suit Captain 
Irving, and be believes that if tho law 
is not for him then it is so much tho 
worse for the law. 

As to Captain li ving's great anxiety 
about the way we do our shipping, we 
can only say that wo attend to that ot v- 
solves, anil lie bus no business whatever 
with it. We will again, however, 
positively assert that tho arrantrcinent 
we made for our salmon freighti was the 
only one possible to enable us to carry 
out our contract, and wc are in tho 
habit of keeping n nvcmeuls at all 
hazards. Wo do nol admit, Mr.

iii our business arrangements. Wo have 
in this case replied to certain assertions, 
and so far as we are concerned the mat- 
ter now drops.

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VICTORIA'S TRA DUCERS. 

Every now and then evidence reaches 
us which points to the conclusion that , 
systematic effort is being made by pet- 
sons in connection with tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company to puff the 
city of Vancouver at tho expense of Vic 
toria. Every effort appears to be made 
both in England and on the continent to 
magnify the importance of Vancouver 
anil to decry Victoria, and, when, it n 
possible, to ignore hot- altogether. Per 
sons making enquiries about British Co 
lumbia in England at e, we are informed, 
told what a fine place Vancouver is, 
how fast it is growing, and how bright 
its prospects ate, and by an ingenious 
suppression of the truth with respect to 
Victoria, they aro led to believo that 
Vancouver is the only town of any im 
portance in tho province. 

We lately heard of distinguished tour 
ista who believed that they had received 
all the information obtainable about 
British Columbia, but who were only 
made aware of Victoria's existence by 
accident. If it had not been for some 
chance remarks made by a fellow 
passenger these travellers would have 
left British Columbia without having 
visited Victoria. They, we have good 
reason for believing, depended almost 
entirely for their information about the 
route they were taking on Canadian Pa 
cifie sources. These tourists visited 
Victoria and expressed themselves de- 
lighted with the beauties and ad van 
tagea of the city and its surroundings. 

We have heard of un English gentle- 
man who had a great ileal of difficulty 
in getting Victoria placed on his ticket, 
He happened to know that there is such 
a place, and being determined to see it 
carried his point. But his fellow trav 
eller across the continent found, to his 
surprise , that Victoria was left out of 
his ticket ; the next place on the itiner 
ary being Tacoma. This evidently was 
because he did not take special pains to 
have Victoria mentioned as one of the 
places which he wished to visit. 

This we might consider an accident or 
an oversight if wo had not been in 
"formed by more than two or three per 
sons that persons connected with the 
Canadian Pacific are in the habit of 
trying to dissuade travellers and others 
, who express an intention to visit Vi 
■;»4«MTa7 from coming to see it. They dis- 
parage it und speak of it as being a place 
of no importance whatever. 

The Canadian Pacific people affect to 
be surprised when they hear that the 
citizens of Victoria do not regard them 
-with good-will and look upon them as 
the enemies of this city. But 
if one hulf that visitors tell them of 
the wuy in which Victoria is spoken of 
by persons connected with tho Canadian 
Pacific is true, it is no wonder that Vic- 
torians generally regard the company 
with distrust and dislike. Many of 
them arc under the impression that th 
. P. It. is the enemy of their city, and 
it it never loses an opportunity to do 
ill turn. Hardly a day passes in 
ich they do not hear something that 
lids to deepen that impression. It is 
ly to he regretted if the impres- 
sion is a false one. 'Phe Canadian Pa- 
cific and the friends of Vancouver have 
no reason in the world to traduce Vie 
toria, or to wish it to be Icsb prosperous 
and less important than it is. They 
may puff their own city to their heart's 
content. They may try to make the 
world believe that in n very few years 
it will outstrip San Francisco and leave 
tho cities of the .Sound nowhere in tin 
race for supremacy. But they are un 
dor no necessity to do this at the ex 
penso of Victoria. They can surely 
brag about Vancouver without belitt 
ing its island neighbor. We, for our 
part, do not envy Vancouver whatever 
measure of prosperity she enjoys. Then 
is, wo aro (jttito satisfied, room enough 
in this province for two nourishing sea- 
ports. We know that Victoria is one 
of them; wo know that it is growing 
fast and that it is bound to grow utill 
I faster. Wo are pleased to see Vanoou- 
j vcr go ahead, and we sincerely hope 
thut Its advance will bo continuous, but 
we confess that Victorians do not like to 
hour that Vuncouvorites and persons 
connected with the Canadian Pacific 
Company are continually trying to 
lower their eity in thu estimation of 
strangers abroad and travellers who 
I visit the province. 

A glance at the following comparative 
{statement of dutios collected during 
I past years and for the (juurler ending 
.'Wlh September, 188!), ut tho port ol 
I Vietoria, will show that the theory of 
Victoria's declension u short time ago 




advanced by a newspaper published in 
Vancouver, has no foundation in fact. 
The publication referred to tried to givo 
its rcadors the impression that the 
trudo enjoyed by Victoria was gradually 
being diverted to Vancouver, and 
ottered us an argument the fact that 
during the months of June and July of 
tho present year tho duties collected at 
this port showed a falling off as com- 
pared with the amount collected during 
the corresponding months of 1888.

The average monthly collections during 
1889 were $06,444.60, whereas the 
monthly averuge for the first quarter of 
1889-90 is $7:),886.7'J, or an increase of 
over 10 per cent, over the monthly 
average of the previous year. It might 
be noted also that the increase in duties 
collected at Victoria during September 
of this year over the same month of last 
year was $17,944. These figures show 
that the trade of Victoria is increasing 
in a most encouraging ratio. 



.-IJV IMPORTANT EXPERI- 
MENT. 

All interesting experiment with re- 
spect to the passenger traffic of railways 
is being tried in Hungary. The experi- 
menter is a Dr. Engol, who is, it ap- 
pears, a railway expert. He noticed 
that on the trains u great many seats 
were empty. Ho concluded that the 
locomotives were carrying too much 
dead weight, and that if it wore pos- 
sible to devise some scheme by which 
the seats could be filled each passenger 
tie d not pay so much as ho does now. 
He, after some study, advised the gov- 
ernment to divide the road into zones, 
"the fare being t he same from any station 
in a given zone whatever the distance 
may be; from any station in the local 
zone to another the fare is 12 cents first- 
class, cents second-class, 4 conts third- 
class. The fare from any zone to the 
next is 20 cents for first-class, 10 cents 
for second-class, 10 conts for third-class. 
The immediate effect of this change was 
a lowering of rates that must have been 
appalling to tho railway authorities. 
For instance, the fare between Buda- 
Pesth and Firime, 361 miles, was re- 
duced from §15.20 to $3.40; between 
Buda-Posth and Basso, 4. r >.'l miles, the 
first-class fare is now only $3, tho second- 
class S'2.40. A separate cliargo is made 
for baggage, being ten cents for 135 
pounds carried thirty-one miles. 

As Dr. lCngel anticipated, the lower- 
ing of the fines was immediately follow- 
ed by a great increase of travel. There 
was much less dead weight for the en- 
gines to haul, and the increased number 
of passengers appears to have more than 
made up for the great reduction in fares. 
We infer that this has been the case 
because the railway companies, not con- 
nected with the government, have 
adopted the zone system. But that 
system has not. been in operation long 
enough to enable observers to come to 
definite conclusions regarding it. If it 
gives the public cheaper accommoda- 
tion and at the same time iB equally 
remunerative to the railway companies, 
it will he a very great boon to the 
masses. It is supposed that the system 
can be adopted by some American rail- 
roads with advantage. If it proves suc- 
cessful in Hungary it will certainly be 
extended to other countries. There are 
a number of sickly roads on this conti- 
nent that need the stimulus which the 
zuiie system appears to have given the 
roads in Hungary. 

ABOUT FUNERALS. 

A society has been formed in Great 
liritain called the "Church of England 
Burial, Funeral and Mourning Reform 
Association." Its objects are to encour- 
age timely interment in perishable cof- 
fins in earth sufficient und suitable, und 
to simplify and cheapen funeral and 
mourning ceremonial. Tho very Rev. 
the Dean of York has written a letter, 
which appears in a late number of the 
Ottawa Citizen, to show that the prac 
t ices advocated by this association are 
in harmony with the burial service of 
the Church of England, anil in accord- 
ance with sanitary law. He contends 
that the body should be buried inearth, 
it being the best deodorizer and anti- 
septic known. He would have the cof- 
fin made of some porous and readily 
perishable material; anil he would have 
the body lodged in a properly appointed 
mortuary near the burying ground, lleis 
opposed to costly processions to grave 
yards, and advocates that the ceremonial 
beexceedingly simple. What he wishes to 
guard against chiefly is the overcrowd- 
ing of graveyards, which in large cities 
i* followed by such harmful conse- 
quences. This he thinks can be done 
by burying the dead in such a way that 
the bodies will speedily decompose 
without doing any injury to the living. 
Placing the body in a perishable coffin 
and burying it not too deep are the 
means which he believes will effect this 
purpose. If the burial is properly done 
all trace of the body will be lost in seven 
years. The ground would then be fit to 
receive another occupant. "Grave- 
yards," he says, "should be gardens 
where the dead are buried side by side, 
each succession of hum m bodies passing 
away into air and ashes, the earth being 
thus ready every succeeding generation 
to perform its beneficent action again." 
The Association would do away with 
vaults, leaden and other collins that will 
not speedily decay, as well as slabs and 
monuments which prevent the growth 
if plants and oxclude the uir. What 
the Rev. Dr. Cunt mid his associates ad- 
vocate is really slow cremation. There 
is, in fact, but a vury short step between 
the mode of burial which they favor 
and tho more rapid decomposition by 
the aid of lire. If there aro to bo no 
vaults and no monumonts, no head- 
stones to remind the living of the dead 
who are sleeping beneath the s,id, and if 
the gravo of the lovod one who has been 
buried in sonio spot which it is hoped 
will ever bo kept sacred to his memory, 
is to bo filled by tho body of a Btrangor 
after seven years have passed, ho might 
better have been burned a fow hours 
after death, for then Mb ashes might at 
least might have boon preserved, but 
under thu new system nothing whatever 
that was mortal is left. 

The association will do much good if 



it helps to abolish expensive practices 
with regard to funerals and mourning. 
As long as thoy are the fashion and 
thoir non-observance can be construed 
into a want of respect for tho dead, or 
into an evidence of poverty or parsi- 
mony, people who cannot afford the ex- 
ponvo of funerals and mo'.trning will 
deny the living what thuy need, or 
worse still, run in debt, in order to com- 
ply with the requirement* of imperious 
custom, and to be free from the reproach 
of beinir wanting in respect for their 
dead or of being too stingy and mean 
to pay them tho last tribute of love and 
respect. The allliction of the bereaved 
is often greatly aggravated by the un- 
reasonable demands of custom. This 
ought not to be. 

ED1TORIA L COMMENTS. 

Somk of our California!! contempora- 
ries are making elaborate calculations to 
prove that the Canadian Pacific steam- 
ship lino toCliinu and Japan ought not to 
succeed. They prove, as thoy think, to a 
demonstration that it i* un "artificial" 
route and stands no chance in a compe- 
tion against the "natural" routo be- 
tween San Francisco anil the Occident. 
But in spite of these calculations and 
predictions the steamers on the "artifi- 
cial" route are doing well and promise 
in the near future to do much better. 
This is not the first time thut the calcu- 
lations of our neighbors with regard to 
trade matters have been at fault. Fino 
theories were built up with tho greatest 
care from which wonderful results were 
confidently expected, but us soon us an 
attempt was made to put them in prac- 
tice they most unaccountably failed. 
There was a screw loose somewhere. 
Some factor in the calculation was for- 
gotten or wrongly estimated, hi the 
same way enterprises which tho wise 
people declared were doomed to failure, 
somehow, to their dismay and disap- 
pointment, turned out well. The Cana- 
dian Pacific steaiiiship line is certain to 
be one of tho latter. In spite of the 
routo being "artificial," the ships get 
over it almost as well us if it were 
natural.

Some Strange Btorlea About an 
Uffly-Lookina: Animal.

Spiders aro tho most curious and interest- 
ing of the small animals, says tho Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch. Its ingenuity, industry, 
patience, uvuriclouaness and cunning have 
furnished texts for scores of essays and 
homilies, while naturalists have written 
volumes descriptive of its habits and po- 
ouliaritios. Its body has boon used for 
medicine, and oven for food, aud numerous 
unsuccessful attempts have been made to 
turn its industry to account in the manu- 
facture of silk fabrics from its wob. It is n 
very knowing creature and not particularly 
friendly towards man. Yet cases aro on 
record of ugly spiders that wore truiued 
and domesticated until they would come at 
their master's cull and take food from his 
hands. 

X iders are said to be peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to the charms of music. It is re- 
lated of a French prisoner of war who was 
allowed 1o play upon tho lute during his 
confinement in tho Jlastilo that ho wns 
much astonished, after having had his in- 
strument for a few days, to see the spiders 
descend from their webs and gather around 
him in acirclc us ho was playing. A number 
of mice also enme outof their holes to enjoy 
the music. When ho ceased to play the 
spiders returned to their webs and the mice 
to their nests, but ever afterwards, while 
engaged in whiling away the tedious hours 
by music, ho had the same curious audience. 
Moreover, the number of mice and spiders 
that came to gazo and listen grow greatoi 
each day, until at last he begged a eat of hi: 
jailer, kept it in a cago and amused hinisci 
by letting it loose whenever ho wished to 
create a panic among his strange com 
panions. 

Another Frenchman tells of spiders that 
came down from their webs and gathered 
around a skillful violinist who was practic- 
ing alone in his room, Many other instances 
are cited by various writers to prove that 
these creatures are fond of music. 

As a weather prophet, tho spider is re 
gai ned by many as the superior of Wiggins, 
or even the groundhog. If the day is to bo 
windy or rainy tliey creep out of their holes 
and shorten the filaments on which thei 
webs are suspended, drawing them u. 
tightly. When they are indolent good 
weather may be expected ; whenever they 
are unusually active look out for a storm. 

It is thought to bo unlucky to kill a spider 
but to have one crawl over your clothes is u 
sure sign of coming good fortune— the 
general superstition being that the person 
so favored will soon receive a sum of 
money. If a spider approaches you, either 
by descending from tho ceiling or crawling 
toward you, it is a sign of good luck; but if 
the creature runs tho other way some evil 
is about to befall you. Killing a spider 
that crosses your path will bring bad luck, 
and ir you are to kill one at all never on any 
account do so in your house. Should a 
spider drop from a tree directly in front of 
you before night you will bo visited by u 
dear friend. In some parts of England 
there is a common belief that spiders will 
not hang their webs on an Irish oak because 
all sorts of vermin were banished from 
every thing Irish by St. Patrick's decree 

Tho strength of the spideris so great H at 
it should entitle him to rank as a Sampson 
of the smaller animals. An eminent legal 
gentleman of New York State related, man i 
years ago, a curious story or wuat ne mm 
sell had witnessed. A striped snake tlint 
was fully nine inches long was discovered 
suspended alive in a spider's web in a win 
cellar. The web hung between two shelve 
two feet apart in such a position that the 
siiHite could not possibly have fallen into it. 
Three spiders, each smaller than a fly, were 
found feasting on the body of the still living 
reptile. On examination of the snake by 
means of a magnifying glass it was seen 
that its mouth was firmly tied up by a great 
number of threads so tightly that it could 
not run out its tongue. The tail was tied in 
a knot, leaving a small loop through which a 
cord was fastened. A little above the tail 
was noticed a small round ball, which upon 
inspection proved to be n small green fly 
The fly had served as a windlass to hau. tin 
snake up, the cords being wound around it. 
Many threads were fastened to the cord 
above and to the ball containing the fly to 
keep it from unwinding and letting the 
snake fall. The snake had evidently been 
caught napping and strung up by his in- 
genious little captors before he had timo to 
make a struggle for freedom. 

Probably every person who has spent a 
summer in the country has been surprised, 
while talking a morning walk, to note 
the immense number of gossamer-like webs, 
glistening with dew, that have been spread 
upon trees, shrubs, grass, fouces and 
uedges during tho preceding night. 

There is a common belief, by no means 
confined to ttie ignorant, that those webs 
fall from tho sky in showers; but wherever 
they come from, there is little doubt they 
are. woven by the gossamer spider. It was 
an ancient notion that tho gossamer was 
made by dew that had burned in tho sun, 
aud one learned man of olden time even 
went so far as to advance the theory that it 
was not unlikely that the white clouds, so 
frequent in summer, were of the same ma- 
terial. 

Certain kind of spiders, according to the 
travelers, aro regarded as dainty tood by 
the natives of Australia and by certain Afri- 
can tr.bes. Tliouseof spider and spiders' 
webs as a remedy for fevers and other dis- 
eases is by no means confined to savages. 
In some parts of this country it is still held 
that pills compounded of spider webs area 
certain euro for the ague, and the round 
bodies of spiders themselves, minus the 
legs, have been administered for tho same 
complaint. Spiders confined in a goose- 
quill or sewn up in a rag and worn about 
the neck were long believed to be an infal 
llble proVeritive of the ugue. The Indians, 
it is said, have great faith In the efficacy ol 
the spiders' web for curing this disease 



Original Forest in New .Jersey. 

There is not much roally original or 
primeval forest left standing in Now Jer- 
sey. That is, there are few, if any, large 
tracts of forest that have not been cut ofl 
at some time sinco the settlement of the 
State by white men. There is a small piece 
of white oak woods on the farm of Mr. 
Thomas Lawrence, near Hamburg, in Sus- 
sex County, which lias never been cut. 
These trees cover a remarkable hill, or 
long, narrow ridge, which rises eighty or 
one hundred feet above the fertile valley ol 
the Wallkill river, and one would have to 
travel far to And a more interesting or at- 
tractive grove. Though they stand very 
near to tho busy haunts of men, tho great 
trees are populous with gray squirrels, who 
appear to have learned to feel entiroly coin- 
fortublo and secure among them.

A PRACTICAL JOKE. 

Its Terrible Basalt Upon the Unfortunate 
Victim. 

■less FluJ, N. Y., Sept. 20.— BVtfets 
httvo just come to iiglit regarding Sic 
death of John Gordon, an employee at 
tho mills of the Lake George Pulp and 
Paper Company, Ticonderoga, which 
shows it was the direct result of an 
idiotic practical joke of his fellow em- 
ployees. Gordon cuiiio to the mill, and, 
feeling tired and sleepy, lay down on 
some bagging, with a swiftly revolving 
shaft almost directly over him. While 
he was asleep the jokers tied one end 
of a rope around liis feet and concluded 
to throw tho other end over the shaft, 
thinking that it would arouse Gordon 
from his slumber and badly frighten 
him, and then they would cut the rope 
and free him. 

The plan worked admirably, with the 
exception of one vital detail. The end 
of the rope was thrown over tho shaft, 
which was making 150 revolutions a 
minute. It caught in the whirling 
mechanism, aud before either of the ■ 
men could prevent it, the body shot up j 
into the air, and his waking cry of sur- 
prise was the only sound ho uttered, j 
Hp was whirled around and around by 
the machinery and hurled with terrible 
force against u beam. Death was instan- 
taneous. The body was horribly mu- 
tilated, aud, appalled by their fatal 
folly, tho men who encompassed the 
tragedy stood stupefied with horror. 
With tho shock went the reason of one 
of the miserable jokers. The other will 
probably be held criminally responsible 
for Gordon's death.

\ Female Faith Cure Believer Dies of 
Typhoid Fever.

Like the 
girl herself, Olsen is a firm believer in 
the faith cure, and he readily agreed to 
licr proposition that no physician should 
bo summoned, no matter how severe her 
illness might become. The girl contin- 
ued to grow worse, but although several 
neighbors called and urged her to get a 
doctor, she positively refused to do so. 
On Tuesday her condition became so 
alarming that Olsen summoned Dr. A. 
W. Ford, who found that she was suf- 
fering from typhoid fever. Miss Olsci 
refused to allow any one to purchase tin 
medicine, declaring that she would not 
take it under any circumstances. 
Thursday night Mr. Olsen returned 
from a meeting and found the gir 
peechless. He then hurried out ii 
search of Dr. Ford. On his return witl 
doctor the woman was dead- Thil 
afternoon Dr. Ford made formal com 
plaint to Coroner Rooney against Olsen, 
especially for neglecting to carry out 
his instructions about the prescription, 
and Olsen was arrested.

OUK MUSEUM. 

To The Editor,— Thanks to the 
energy of the Curator and the donations 
of public-spirited individuals, the Pro- 
vincial Museum grows apace, and tho 
question must surely soon arise : What 
shall we do with it ? 

One of the greatest authorities on 
this subject of museums and their uses 
is Prof. Flower, late Conservator of the 
Museum of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons of London, and now Director of 
the Natural History Branch of the 
British Museum. In his inaugural ad- 
dress us President of the British Associ- 
ation for the advancement of Science, 
Prof. Flower, just a month ago, stated 
that those who used museums might be 
divided into two clas3es. The (irst, 
consisting of men devoting themselves 
to research, and requiring a vast num- 
ber of individual specimens, cannot have 
their wants supplied without an enor- 
mous outlay for exhibiting space. The 
second, uud far more numerous class, in- 
cludes all who take a general interest in 
scientific subjects and use collections 
for purposes of instruction, self or other- 
wise. 

The Professor, though himself a dis- 
tinguished member of the first class, 
strongly advocates the claims of the 
second, so far as concerns the display of 
specimens, and his ideal seems to be 
something like the following : 

On exhibition, that is in the rooms 
devoted to the general public, there 
should be u limited number of typical 
specimens properly arranged in their 
natural order and furnished with labels 
giving in plain language the fullest par- 
ticulars as to each type. 

In reserve should be kept the main 
body of individuals, especially those 
showing only a slight divergence from 
their typo. This reserve should be 
freely accessible to students and also 
well arranged and labelled. 

Visitors to the new and magnificent 
Natural History Branch of the 15. M. ut 
South Kensington must recall how Prof. 
Flower's ideal has there been carried 
out, ami must wish to see something oi 
the same kind here so far us our re- 
sources will permit.

Haymnrket ; and at intervals since that 
time she has appeared in England am 
this country with marked success. 

Of late years she has devoted herself 
to dramatic readings, in which she ii 
recognized as a most successful delinea 
tor of every phase of poetic thought, 
anil a rare treat is in store for all win 
attend the recitals to be given in Yic 
toria.

A SERIOUS CHARGE. 

The First .Mate of the Camelot is Accused 
of Insubordination. 

In the provincial court yesterday 
Edwin Johnson, Q.C.,S.M., presiding, 
Charles Pike, first mate of the British 
bark Camelot, was charged with refus 
ing to obey the orders of bis captain to 
proceed to sea, and also with inducing 
the crew to follow his example.

He (tin 
captain) then went forward and asked 
the men to go to work, and they aguii 
refused. The captain of the Pilot woi 
then applied to for men, who came on 
board and commenced to weigh anchor. 
Asked Pike why he did not go forward 
and assist in raising the anchor, 
and he replied that he would 
not go to sea in the ship then. 
He commenced giving advice us to what 
he would do, and the captain informed 
him that ho was tho only master oi, 
board. After considerable talk, gavi 
orders for the men to cease weighing 
anchor, us he (witness) did not considei 
it wise to proceed to sea under the cir 
ouinBtances, The tug-boat expense: 
were Sl'5 per hour and the ship s $.'>.. 
per day while sho was being detained 
He considered that the delay was dm 
to the mute's action. 

Charles Pike, the accused, pleaded 
"Not Guilty," anil stated that he could 
produce the evidence of the eutiri 
ship's company to disprove the captain's 
statement. 

The case was accordingly remanded 

until to-day,

THE DAY OF ATONEMENT. 

A Few Particulars in Regard to the Day 
of Fasting and Prayer. 

To-morrow, Saturday, Oct. .Tib, 
the Jewish "Day of Atonement." which 
is observed according to the command of 
(iod to Israel in Numbers, chap. !!), 
verse 7 : "And ye shall have on the 
tenth day of the seventh month an holy 
convocation, and ye shall utllict your 
souls; ye shell not do any work therein;'' 
as also in accordance to the commands 
of (iod to Israel in Leviticus, chap. Hi, 
verses 2fl to 34, iu which this day was 
ordained to be a Sabbath of Sabbaths ; a 
day on which to afflict the souls. It was 
to be observed by the stranger us well 
as the native born. This was a day for 
the atonement of the Children of Israel 
for all their sins to be observed once a 
year. The Israelites, therefore, ab- 
stain from all food for twenty-four 
hours — from sunset this evening 
till sunset on Saturday, anil 
they assemble in I heir synagogues 
uud offer praise and adoration to the great 
Jehovah. On this day it is supposed 
that all souls appear before their Crea- 
tor and receive their merited judg- 
ments. It is therefore incumbent on 
all Israelites to observe this day of 
penance and prayer. The penalty in 
former days was excision. It is right and 
proper for all Israelites to observe this 
day; to crave the mercy and pardon 
from (iod, and to implore Him to so 
fashion their hearts that they may be 
susceptible to His great words of truth, 
and that they may walk in a virtuous 
and direct path. On this day they 
must glorify (iod by performing noble 
works of charity, and perform benevo- 
lent actions toward mankind, and by 
praiseworthy nets secure for themselves 
the grace of (iod and future inheritance 
So holy is this day considered iu tin 
eyes of -every Israelite, us a day of 
prayer and penitence, that even th 
most hardened scoffer pauses on thi 
day. He realizes there is a guiding 
spiritual power revealed in it; the im- 
portance of the day is associated with 
the sweetest and dearest memories of 
their childhood. This day of atone 
ment is accounted us tho very highest 
gem in their religious crown; on this 
occasion the faithful attune their hearts 
with prayer, and with contrite hearts 
and humble spirit implore the great 
Jehovah to pardon their transgressions;, 
to grant them new life, and that they 
may glorify Israel's Cod by honoring 
mankind and performing works of 
mercy and benevolence to their fellow 
creatures who are in need.
